Chief of PP/C/EAB, and severs! ORA personnel discussed the purpose and 
scope of the TAB product ior activity. It was agreed that the TAB studies 
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may fulfill real seeds, but that the procedures normally eutployad In 
cccrpillnf; then do not square with accepted research techniques or with 
Agency publications standards. The group agreed that CBR sho uld play 
a larger role in the studies so as better to assure their essential 
validity* Subsequent to this meeting. Chief /O met with 
Chief of PP/C, to discuss the W program in general 
currently preparing a staff study which seeks to obtain clarification 
of the priority status of the UW program. Chief/6 drew his attention 
to the problem of determining where VH support studies should normal ly 
be produced -- In the field or at headquarters — and to the question 
of the relationship of the broader TAB type of study to BIS responsibili- 
ties.
